Uoemcial bulletin—Midnight—The 


president pawed a most oomrbitable 
day, and his condition to-night is in 
ev«rv way as satisfactory as could be 
expected. He has taken more nourish- 
ment during the past eighteen hours 
•Ban at aay time since he wai wounded, 
and tbe food hu all been retained and 
perfectly assimilated. In order to re- 
lieve him, as far as possible, from the 
oppression caused by the intense heat, 
the attending physicians thi* evening 
pat into operation a simple refrigerating 
apparatus which, it is thought, will ren- 
d« the atmoepBere of hi* room to mor- 
row much more comfortable than it hu 
been to-day. It consist! of a number 
of troughs of galvanised iron,abont ten 
inches in width and fourteen feet long, 
plaeed on the floor ud along the walls, 
and filed with water and broken ioe. 
Over the** trough* »nd corresponding 
with them in length are suspended 
sheets of flannel, the lower edges of 
which are immened in th* ice water in 
th* troughs. The water is absorbed and 
carried up by capillary attraction in the 
flannel as oil is ia tbe wick of a lamp, 
until tbe sheeti are entirely saturated. 
The eold water, both by direct contest 
with the air and by the rapid evapora- 
tion which takei place over the extend 
ed surface of the flannel, lower* the 
temperature of the room. Although 
only a few .hour* have elapsed sinee 
this apparatus was put into operation, 
it has made a perceptible change, and 
it Is thought its utility will be still 
more clearly demonstrated to-morrow. 
The day baa been a comparatively quiet 
one at the executive mansion, for the 
reason that the favorable bulletins have, 
to a great extent, relieved the public 
anxiety and decreased the number ot 
callers.
